The Herald Tribune Argues 


‘NPEAKING editorially of the passage of the tax revision 
measure by the House of Representatives, the New 
York Herald Tribune takes the stand that :— 

“From an economic point of view the repeal of the automobile 
tax was the least defensible of the House changes. This tax is to a 
large extent a luxury tax.. It furnishes a broad base on which to apply 
a light tax. -As Mr. Mellon said in his statement to the Ways and 
Means Committee: ‘The rate being low, there is no appreciable hard- 
ship to the taxpayer; the base being broad, the tax is a good revenue 
producer.’ The Federal government makes appropriations each year 
to help the states build roads for the benefit of automobile users. It 
is only fair that the latter should repay a part of this expenditure. 
Moreover, repeal of the automobile tax is an additional discrimina- 
tion against railroad operation. The railroads paid $57,000,000 in 
income tax in the calendar year 1924 and $94,000,000 in the calendar 
year 1925. With the automobile tax abolished they would be in effect 
asked to contribute to the construction and maintenance of the high- 
ways used by their competitors. 

“The Democratic politicians who want to involve the government 
in a reduction big enough to embarrass the Treasury and the repre- 
sentatives from the chief automobile manufacturing states joined 
forces to wipe out $66,000,000 of motor car revenue. It was a log-roll- 
ing proposition inimical to sound tax reform.” 

The Herald Tribune’s argument that “this tax_is to a 
large extent a luxury tax” is mere assertion; mere opinion. 
It rests on no solid foundation of proof. The fact that even 
so able a man as the present secretary of the Treasury 
places the passenger automobile in the luxury class does 
not definitely establish the vehicle in that category. The 
automotive industry has a far more logical basis for its 
claim that the motor car is a utility rather than a luxury. 
Within the past twenty years this country has enjoyed an 
era of tremendous economic development. Most economists 
agree that this has been due primarily to improved trans- 
portation facilities. The outstanding factor in this develop- 
ment of means of communication has been the motor vehicle. 
The industry manufacturing that means of transport is 
certainly entitled to serious consideration when it claims 
essential utility for its product. 

The argument that .because the Federal government 
spends money to build highways, the motor car owners as 
the principal beneficiaries of those roads should pay a spe- 
cial tax will not hold water for a moment. Activities of the 
Federal government are supposed to be for the benefit of 
the entire nation and to be supported by the nation as a 
whole and not a single class of taxpayers who happen to be 
the first beneficiaries but by no means the last. The Fed- 
eral authority has long maintained a Department of Agri- 
culture, the obvious function of which is to improve methods 
of farming and to help the farmer in other ways. Obviously, 
the farmer is the first beneficiary of the work accomplished 
by the Department of Agriculture, but the government does 
not lay a special tax on farmers to support the department. 
It is rightly held that all citizens of the country benefit by 
the improvement in agricultural methods and means and 
this department is supported by taxes raised from the 
entire country. 

For a gocd many years the Herald Tribune has 
undoubtedly been mailing papers under the second 
class privilege, which gives a lower rate to certain 
classes of printed matter than it would ordinarily 
enjoy, because the post office rightly holds that dis- 
semination of information works for the good of the 
nation as a whole. Would the Herald Tribune sug- 
gest that newspapers bear a special tax sufficient to 
cover the extra cost of transporting newspapers by 

_ second class mail? 


The argument that removal of the tax would be dis- 
crimination against the railroads because the railed car- 
riers pay income tax is certainly a strange doctrine. Auto- 
mobile manufacturers also pay income tax, in spite of which 
they have been discriminated against: by being forced to 
pay, or, better, to carry, the handicap of a special tax on the

British Companies 
Aetive in Rubber. 
Reclaiming Work | 


Washington, Dec. 22.—Seven 
companies in Great Britain are 
new engaged in the production 
exclusively _of reclaimed rubber, 
according to a report to the De- 
partment of Commerce from 
Hugh D. Butler, comniercial at- 
tache at London. 

According to Mr. Butler’s report, 
development of the rubber reclaim- 
ing industry has had a more gradu- 
al development in the United King- 
dom than it has had in the United 
States. In addition -to the~-seven 
companies engaged: in the rubber 
reclamation werk, some. also pro- 
ducing ground waste and’ ebonite 
dust, there>are four or five other 
companies engaged in rubber recla- 
mation. which consume~ their own 
reclaimed -rubber in the production 
of finished articles. 

Se far very little progress has 
been made, according to the report, 
in utilizing reclaimed rubber .in 
the manufacture of automobile 
tires, the greater part of this prod- 
uct being absorbed by manufac- 
turers of bicycle, motorcycle and 
perambulator tires, footwear and 
so forth. 

With British rubber consumption 
approximating 40,000 long tons an- 
nually, the proportion of reclaimed 
to new rubber consumed is small 
compared with similar figures for 
the United States. No locally made 
second-quality tires have established 
themselves in the British market,

of interest in the subject of re- 
claimed rubber; extensive research 
work is being undertaken by all the 
leading rubber manufacturers and 
there is a steady increase in its use 
in the United Kingdom.

The stock yards at Peoria, Il., 
have built special pens and unload- 
ing docks to. accommodate truck 
shipments. During one day last 
summer between 5.30 and 11.30 in 
the morning 231 trucks unloaded 
live stock. 

The special yards and unloading 
chutes built in 1919 to handle live 
stock delivered by motor truck at 
the St. Joseph, Mo., stock yards were 
inadequate and an entirely new di- 
vision was built for cattle and calves 
and another for hogs and sheep. 

The present truck-unloading divi- 
sion at Indianapolis has a daily ca- 
pacity of 8,000 to 10,000 hogs and 
is equipped with twenty-five unload- 
ing docks. Sixteen additional docks 
are provided for the handling of 
cattle, calves and sheep. 

The Wichita, Kan., stock yards 
has set aside an extensive divi- 
sion for the handling of live stock 
arriving by motor truck. Five 
trucks of cattle and calves and 
nine trucks of hogs and sheep can 
be unloaded simultaneously. Re- 
cently 317 truckloads of live stock 
rolled into the St. Paul market on 
a single day. Great improvements 
for the receipt of live stock by mo- 
tor truck have also been made at 
the Milwaukee, Wis., stock yards 
and the Sioux City, Ia., stock yards. 

The average haul for live stock is 
between sixty and seventy miles, 
although from records there are 
farmers living as far as 200 miles 
away shipping their stock by motor 
truck. 

With the increases that are ex- 
pected next year in the haulage of 
live stock, still larger facilities are 
under consideration to take care of 
this class of business. With the bet- 
ter roads that are coming in the 
Middle West, the truck hauling by 
the farmer is greatly on the in- 
crease, and road commissioners as 
well as stock yard officials are alive 
to the importance to the farmer of 
stock hauling by motor truck. 

The use of motor truck for trans- 
portation of live stock has a num- 
ber of economic advantages. It is 
the quickest 
Shipping by truck makes it possible 
for the producer to sell a few head 
at a time, stiecting on each occasion 
those in the best condition. This 
obviates the necessity of sending in 
unfinished stock. In many instances 
there are also some advantages in 
the reduced shrinkage on animals 
sent by motor cuck.

value of sales is considerably higher 
despite recent reductions in tire 
prices. 

The president of one of the best 
known tire companies stated that 
his spring dating orders were 
coming in in such volume that he 
was forced to delay filling many 
orders to protect himself against 
a rise in tire prices, an ever-pres- 
ent possibility in a rising crude 
market. 

Perhaps the most encouraging 
feature of the new year is the out- 
look for comparative stability in the 
price of raw rubber. The true earn- 
ing potentialities of many leading 
rubber companies have been ob- 
scured in recent years, due to the 
violent fluctuations in the price of 
the crude product. For instance, in 
January, 1925, crude rubber was 
selling as low as 34% cents a pound. 
By July of that year the market had 
advanced 250 per cent., to the peak 
price of $1.20 a pound, and in De- 
cember, 1925, was still as high as 
$1.09 a pound. In January of 1926, 
one of the worst years ever experi- 
enced by rubber companies, a violent 
recession set in, rubber declining to 
67 cents a pound. 

The raw product continued to de- 
cline, with wide fluctuations, reach- 
ing 42 cents a pound in July, and at 
the close of the year was about 38 
cents a pound, or about the same 
level as when. it started two years 
previous. During the current year, 
rubber has moved within a compar- 
atively narrow range, with the result 
that the leading rubber companies 
have had an opportunity to display 
their true earning power, which, in 
most cases, is more than Satisfac- 


tory. 

Rubber experts expect an aver- 
age price of crude of two 
shillings a pound in 1928, or 
around 50 cents in the New 
York market. The British are show- 
ing every intention of putting teeth 
in the Stevenson act, as witness the 
practical elimination of smuggling, 
estimated at 1,000 to 3,000 tons a 
month, through more stringent 
methods, and the recent cut of 15 


per cent. in the assessments of es-° 


tates in the restricted area. With 
the outlook favorable for stabilized 
prices, and a probable gradual trend 
upward, tire companies should find 
themselves in a position to minimize, 


if not to eliminate, inventory losses. | 


With Ford back in the automo- 
tive industry and automobile pro- 
duction for 1928 estimated at 
5,000,000 units, rubber companies 
should find their original equip- 
ment and replacement business 
greatly stimulated. 

These factors, together with the 
probability of an increase in tire 
prices in the spring, if not sooner, 
indicate close to record profits for 
the well-managed rubber com- 
panies in the coming year, bar- 
ring, of course, any unforeseen 
upheaval in crude rubber prices. 
In connection with crude rubber 
and its production, recent statistics 


| gathered by Dutch experts and pub- 


lished in a booklet on rubber com- 
panies in Holland reveal several: in- 
teresting and one or two startling 
figures. 

According to these figures, which 
&pply only to the Dutch East Indies, 
cash investments by Dutch rubber 
companies in plantations through- 
out the Dutch East-Indies at the 
end of 1926 aggregated $46,000,000. 
There were, at this time, 160,000 
acres with rubber trees in bearing, 
total output exceeding 55,500,000 
pounds of crude rubber. The cost, 
including depreciation, taxes and 
shipping expense of getting the rub- 
ber to the American market, aver- 
aged 16 cents a pound, as against 
the generally accepted cost price of 
from 20 to 24 cents a pound. At 
average sales price of 40 cents a 
pound, trading profit margin was 
150 per cent., and return on the 
original cash investment was 30 per 
cent. Annual dividends of Duteh 
companies average 20 per cent. 

These figures are interesting par- 
ticularly in relation to the United 
States Rubber Company, which, at 
the end of 1926, controlled acreage 
in Sumatra alone exceeding 105,000 
acres. Rubber-bearing acreage is 
estimated to have average output of 
500 pounds per acre, as against the 
acreage of 350 pounds an acre for 
all of Sumatra.

GROUND IN GREECE 


Prove Successful in 
Meeting Michelin’s 
Competition 


Special from A. D. N. Washington Bureau 

Washington, Dec. 22.—American 
tire manufacturers selling in the 
Greek market are gradually re- 
ducing prices to meet Michelin's 
competition, with the result that 
one American make now holds 
the lead in sales, the rubber di- 
vision of the Department of Com- 
merce was informed today in a 
report from Athens. 

A comparison between net selling | 
prices of Michelin and American 
casings reveals that the difference | 
is being constantly reduced, the | 
report statés. On small sizes, quo- | 


tations of American tire dealers are | 


at present from 8 to 9 per cent. 


higher, while on the large sizes the | 


difference is smaller, ranging from 
5 to 6 per cent. 


Most American casing$ sold in| 


Greece are of 6 to 8 ply, while 
Michelin casings are mostly 3 or 4 
ply. Despite the difference. Ameri- 
can straight side and balloon cas- 
ings are continually gaining grout id. 

In an effort to break its decline 
in sales, Michelin has recently an- 
nounced two new types of casings, 
the “Confort Bibendum” and a 
heavier type of straight side cords. 
Both of these casings have a non- 
skid tread which is considered a 
marked improvement over the ol 
staidard Michelin tread. 

“Although it would be difficult at 
this time to predict what influence 
these new casings will have on the 
local market,” the report says, “it is 
believed that the straight side cord 
casings will prove a stiff competitor 


to American casings. The ‘Confort | 


Bibendum’ balloons require a special 
deep-grooved rim. which is _ being 
used only on 1926 model French 
cars. Furthermore, the practical 


advantages claimed by Michelin for | 
this innovation have not as yet been | 


proven.” 

Michelin led in sales during the 
third quarter in Jugoslavia, fol- 
lowed by an American make, Con- 
tinental and French Gocdrich. 
An American tire ranks third in 
volume of business in the Turkish 
market, the greater use of Ameri- 
can tires being restricted by their 
price and “the slowness of the 
local trade to recognize their su- 
perior quality,” a report states. 

In Syria, practicaiiy all casings 
sold in the last year were an Ameri- 
can, Michelin and Dunlop, the for- 
mer getting about 17 per cent. of 
the total business. 

The growing prestige of American 
tires in Egypt is partly attributable 
to the preponderance of American 
automobiles in that country, but it 
also is believed their superior qual- 
ity is rapidly gaining recognition, 
according to a Cairo report.

Merchandising of 
Cable Sets — 


By C. P. SHATTUCK 

HOSE experienced in ignition 

both from a technical and 
practical standpoint, appreciate 
the difference between poor and 
‘good cables carrying the high 
tension current from the coil to 
the distributor and thence to the 
spark plugs. 

In the good old days when the 
vibrator type of coil was in vogue 
about every repair shop bought 
high-tension cable in rolls and pur- 
chased good cable. And in those 
days the overhaul was a real job 
and in many instances the major 
units were stripped from the frame 
and thoroughly overhauled. 

And no efficient repair man 
thought of turning out an engine 
overhaul job without replacing the 
spark plug cables with new. They 
knew, did these old timers, that 
heat and oil and grease would, in 
time, break down the insulation and 
invite Mr. High-Tension Current to 
wander from the straight but nar- 
row path, i. e., to the electrodes of 
the spark plug. 

But today we find very few 
service stations and repair shops 
replacing the old cable with new. 
True it is that when the cable gets 
really bad, so much so that it is 
self-evident that the current is 
leaking, that new cables will be 
installed. But a great many cars 
today have been run for months 
and years without any attention to 
the cables. 

Of course, cable manufacturers 
have improved their product and

ROAD BUILDERS URGE
